'y  J  he  new  year  promises  to  be  one  of 
growth  for  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry.  In  1998  the  College  will  complete  the 
long  awaited  renovation  of  the  library  building,  begin 
a  multi-year  initiative  in  China  for  the  advancement  of  optome- 
try in  that  country,  and  complete  the  important  Miissachusetts' 
alumni  component  of  the  2000  In  Sight  Campaign. 

With  respect  to  the  renovation  of  the  library  building,  the 
College  completed  architectural  work  in  November  and  bid  the 
project  in  December.  Construction  will  begin  in  February  and 
is  scheduled  for  completion  in  September.  The  project  will 
involve  the  total  restoration  and  preservation  of  the  existing 
library,  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  late  19th  century  architec- 
ture in  the  Back  Bay.  The  renovated  spaces  will  house  a  new 
library  facility,  computer  learning  center,  cafeteria,  and  faculty 
and  administrative  offices.  The  project  promises  dramatic 
enrichment  of  our  present  academic  buildings.  You  should  plan 
a  visit  next  fall. 

Dr.  David  Heath,  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs,  has  devel- 
oped a  strategic  plan  for  expanding  eye  care  services  in  the 
People's  Republic  of  China.  This  five-year  plan,  to  be  kicked 
off  in  1998,  calls  for  the  development  of  a  core  of  six  optometry 
departments  in  existing  medical  schools  in  China  by  the  year 
2003.  This  project  will  be  funded  by  members  of  the  oph- 
thalmic industry  which  have  corporate  interests  in  China.  The 
fiscal  scope  of  this  project,  $2.5  million,  promises  to  be  the 
largest  non-government  sponsored  initiative  in  the  history  of 
the  College. 

The  2000  In  Sight  Campaign  h;is  reached  the  half^vay 
mark.  Over  $5  million  has  been  raised  in  gifts,  pledges,  and 
bequests  since  1994.  This  campaign,  the  largest  fijndraising 
effort  conducted  by  the  College,  is  supporting  the  renovation 
and  equipping  of  our  new  library,  developing  new  .sources  of 
financial  aid,  and  underwriting  critical  advancements  in  our 
educational  programs.  Last  year,  separate  campaigns  in  Maine 
and  Rhode  Island  secured  over  $240,000  in  new  gifts  and 
pledges.  This  year,  the  campaign  will  come  to  Massachusetts 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Hyman  Kamens,  Dean  of 
Alumni  Development.  The  goal  will  be  to  raise  $1  million 
from  alumni  residing  in  Massachusetts,  and  will  be  guided  by 
our  new  Chief  Development  Officer,  Ms.  Nancy  Haverstock. 

As  always,  our  goals  are  advanced  by  alumni  who  give 
back  to  their  alma  mater,  alumni  who  invest  time  and  money 
in  this  nation's  oldest  college  of  optometry,  and  in  turn  assist 
future  generations  of  optometrists.  This  year  will  be  no 
different.  I  thank  you  in  advance  for  your  continued  support. 
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hat  fun  the  Third  Annual  Alumni 
Dinner  was!  Expecting  to  spend  a  rather  dull 
evening  fulfilling  an  obligation,  I  was  pleasantly 
surprised  by  a  very  good  time.  The  food  and 
company  (and  they  say  we  optometrists  are  dull)  were  terrific. 
The  slides  of  life  at  the  College  25  years  ago  were  great.  Steve 
Byrnes  '77,  interpreted  by  Phil  Savage  '77  (you  had  to  be 
there,  see  photo  in  Class  Notes),  had  us  all  in  stitches  with  his 
hilarious,  but  poignant  presentation  of  Barbara  Caffery's  '77, 
Distinguished  Service  Award. 

Attended  by  over  80  alumni,  the  dinner  was  a  piece  of 
what  I  envision  for  the  Alumni  Association;  camaraderie  and 
sharing  in  the  vision  of  our  alma  mater's  future.  We  are  the 
bridge  between  the  college's  past  and  future,  a  resource  both 
financial  and  philosophical.

The  College  sponsored  Mather  Project  was  featured  on  the 
front  page  of  the  Boston  Globe  in  a  November  cover  story  on

The  COMET  has  Arrived!  Participants 
Needed 

Many  of  you  have  undoubtedly  heard  something  about  the 
Correction  of  Myopia  Evaluation  Trial  (COMET).  COMET 
is  one  ot  the  College's  newest  research  endeavors.  Professor 
Jane  G-wiazda  is  the  national  study  chair.  Professor  Daniel 
Kurtz  '82  and  the  Marcus  Professor  of  Pediatric  Studies, 
Bruce  Moore  75  are  the  COMET  investigators  in  Boston. 
Robert  Owens  of  South  Boston  is  the  COMET  optician, 
backed  up  by  Theresa  Dodson,  an  optician  and  an  optometry 
student  from  the  class  of  1999. 


Officially: 

"The  COMET  is  a  multicenter  clinical  trial  that  will 
compare  changes  in  myopia  (nearsightedness)  in  two  groups 
of  children.  One  group  will  wear  single  vision  lenses  and  the 
other  will  wear  progressive  addition  lenses.  Both  kinds  of 
glasses  are  commonly  used.  This  important  study  is  spon- 
sored by  the  National  Eye  Institute,  a  division  of  the  Federal 
Government's  National  Institutes  of  Health." 

Our  success  depends  on  a  number  of  factors.  Our  most 
immediate  challenge  is  the  recruitment  of  participants.  If 
you  know  of  children  ages  6  to  1 1  who  have  1.25  to  4.50 
(spherical  equivalent)  diopters  of  myopia  with  less  than  1.50 
astigmatism  in  both  eyes,  no  strabismus  or  chronic  health 
problems,  and  will  commit  to  COMET  tor  at  least  three 
years,  please  ask  them  to  call  Sheila  Martin,  the  Clinic 
Coordinator,  at  617/369-0178  to  arrange  a  free  eye  exam  to 
see  if  they  are  eligible. 

Because  COMET  is  tax-supported,  participating  chil- 
dten  will  receive  free  eye  exams  at  our  Beacon  Street  facility 
and  free  eyeglasses,  including  recreational  spectacles  if  they 
participate  in  sports,  for  the  duration  of  the  study.  Our  goal 
is  only  113  youngsters,  so  the  impact  on  area  practices 
should  be  minimal. 

The  success  of  COMET  will  reflect  favorably  on  the 
profession  of  optometry  and  the  College  community.  Thank 
you  in  advance  for  your  help.

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry's  Partnership  with  China 


A  delegation  of  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Public  Health 
of  the  People's  Republic  of  China  (PRC)  visited  the 
College  from  August  8-12,  1997.  This  distinguished 
group  was  led  by  the  Ministry's  Deputy  Director  General, 
Xu  Guihua,  M.D.,  accompanied  by  Dr.  Qu  Jia,  Vice- 
President  of  Wenzhou  Medical  College.  In  addition  to 
briefings  at  the  College,  the  team  visited  the  Dimock 
Community  Health  Center  and  the  Veterans 
Administration  Hospital  in  West  Roxbury. 

The  visit  of  this  prominent  delegation  reflects  the 
emergence  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  as 
a  key  partner  in  the  effort  to  develop  the  profession  of 
optometry  in  the  People's  Republic  of  China.  The  delega- 
tion's mission  was  to  explore  the  educational,  professional 
and  governmental  mechanisms  used  in  the  United  States 
to  assure  a  high  and  consistent  level  of  eye  care  service.  In 
particular,  the  PRC  is  exploring  how  to  upgrade  stan- 
dards to  control  and  credential  an  expanding  number  of 
providers  in  China.  Adding  to  this  challenge  is  the  fact 
that,  in  China,  professional  training  varies  considerably. 
This  discrepancy  in  standards  of  practice,  coupled  with 
the  expanding  consumer  demand  for  contact  lenses,  pre- 
sents a  significant  challenge  for  Chinese  authorities 
responsible  for  ensuring  the  delivery  of  safe  and  high 
quality  eye  care.  The  College's  contribution  will  be  a  crit- 
ical resource  to  central  government  authorities. 

The  College's  Center  for  the  International 
Advancement  of  Optometry  served  as  the  delegation's 
official  United  States  host,  while  the  trip  was  underwrit- 
ten by  Bausch  &  Lomb.  The  delegation  also  visited  the 
schools  of  optometry  at  the  University  of  California, 
Berkeley  and  the  University  of  Houston,  and  traveled  to 
Washington,  DC  to  meet  with  Norman  Wallis,  O.D., 
Ph.D.,  Executive  Director  of  the  National  Board  of 


Examiners  and  officials  of  the  U.S.  Food  &  Drug 
Administration. 

The  continuing  international  exchange  of  scholars, 
faculty  and  staff  in  regard  to  the  development  of  opto- 
metric  education  in  China  make  424  Beacon  an  obligato- 
ry stop  for  visiting  Chinese  health  care  professionals.

And  what  mother  does  not  need  the  reas- 
surance that  their  child  trill  learn  to  read  despite  the  turned 
eye  or  misplaced  and  twisted  letters  on  the  page.  This  is  the 
role  in  which  we  star  This  is  our  tradition. "
